Name of the Scheme.— Bicycle to Dhangar (Gouly ) Students 


1. Objective of the Scheme.— The students of Dhangar (Gouly ) Community are usually 
inhabited in remote areas as well as hilly areas mostly in the Talukas of Satari, Sanguem , 
Quepem & Canacona etc. In all their inhabited areas, usually transport is not easily available 
therefore the students from this community are facing lot of problems to attend regular 
Schools and Colleges . In these circumstances , if bicycle provided to the students of Dhangar 
(Gouly ) Community who are enrolled in the VIIIth Std . onwards, it will be more convenient 
to the students to attend their regular classes . It is , therefore , decided to implement the 
Scheme to provide bicycle to the students of Dhangar (Gouly ) Community to those who 
are enrolled in the VIIIth Std . to XIIth Std . 


2. Target.— All the students of Dhangar (Gouly ) are notified in the as OBC community . 
There is no income limit . 


3. Funding Pattern.- The Director of Social Welfare is the Authority for funding and 
implementation of this Scheme. 


4. Eligibility of Dhangar (Gouly ) students . The eligible Dhangar (Gouly ) Communities 
who are enrolled in the VIIIth Std . onwards upto XIIth Std . are eligible under this Scheme.

Name of the Scheme. — “ Shikshan " 


1. Objective of the Scheme.— In order to encourage and promote education among the 
Girl students of the Dhangar (Gouly ) Community , it is proposed to implement a new Scheme 
" SHIKSHAN ” welfare of Dhangar Communities . The girl students of Dhangar (Gouly ) 
Community who pass Std . Xth of examination and take admission in the XIth Std . of any 
stream or Arts / Science /Commerce /Vocational/ITI/ Polytechnic Diploma Courses will be 
eligible . This Scheme will be in the similar line of Kanya Dhan Scheme being implemented 
to the Girl students of Scheduled Caste & Scheduled Tribes . 
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2. Funding Pattern - The Director of Social Welfare is the Authority for funding and 
implementation of this Scheme. 


3. Target.— The above Scheme will encourage the Girls student of Dhangar (Gouly ) 
Community since they will be getting a sizable amount after passing XIIth Std . for Higher 
Education as a result the number of students will increase and rate of dropout will be 
reduced . 


4. Eligibility.- Under the Scheme the Girl students of the Dhangar (Gouly ) Community 
notified as OBC and whose family annual income does not exceed of Rs. 1.50 lakh per 
annum are eligible under the Scheme. An amount of Rs. 25,000 / - will be sanctioned by 
way of Fixed Deposit and pay them the same amount alongwith accrued interest after 
passing XIIth Board Examination or equivalent examination . In case the Girl student fails 
or drops out, the amount deposited will be forfeited in favour of the Government of Goa . 
However, if the beneficiaries inform that the Girl student is reappearing the examination , 
money will be kept in Fixed Deposit till next academic year or till she passes the XIIth 
Board Examination , whichever is earlier.
